CITY AFFAIRS. 


DARK NIGHTS va. LIGHTS. 


Messus. Enirors: I noticed in your paper, a few days 
ago, a communication signed ‘* M.” respecting the inconve- 
nience citizens experience in walking along our streets during 
the dark nights of winter, citing himself as one who has felt 
the bard knocks from sign-posts, &c. during his ** nocturnal 
wanderings.” He suggests a plan to remedy this evil, which 
is, that all housekeepers should keep their blindzopen till bed- 
time—of course keeping a light therein—so that citizens may 
see how to walk. 

Now, the first glance at this idea will convince any think- 
ing man of its utter fallacy. In the first place, there are very 
few who occupy their front rooms or parlors for citting rocms, 
many preferring the back part of their houses as more retired 
and free fiom the bustle and noise of the street; and the ex- 
pense as well as the trouble with some to keep a light burning 
would furever prevent this system fiom going into operation, 
even were it for the good of the public; and the idea to do it 
whether we would or not is entirely incompatible with our 
feclings of national pride. In the second place, there is some 
little danger in the plan. We all know that even in the day 
we fee many encroachments upon the public peace by mis- 
chievous boys and youths who are permitted to run the streets 
unnoticed, and at night it is rendered more so, their deeds be- 
ing hid by the darkness of the night. We therefore cee that 
the plan will not work for the reasons we have deduced, and 
which we think are correct. 

A better plan, I think, would be (which I suggest) to make 
application to the City Councils for au appropriation to place 
at the corner and in the centre of each equare a lamp, to te 
lighted about duck, and to be kept burning till about twelve 
o’clock, which can be extinguished by the watchmen with a 
very litle trouble at that time. And TI further suggest that, 
in order to@jefray the expenses of these lights, a small but 
sufficient special tax be lsvied on each property-boluer in the 
square s0 lighted.

This will be a busy week for several States, and 
will wind up the general elections of the year 
throughout the Union. 

To-day the election will take place in Louisiana 
and Mississippi for members of Congress, Gover- 
nor, State Legislature, &c. 

Fo-morrow in New York, New Jersey, Micar- 
can, and Wisconsin for State officers and State 
Legislature. i 

Special elections, to fill vacancies in Congress, 
will take place on Thursday next in the Wheeling 
district in Virginia and on Monday in the 4th dis- 
trict of Massachusetts, (Mr. Paurrey’s.) 

On Monday alsagghe general election takes place 
in Massachusetts ee oe and other State ofli- 
cers, and for Members of the Legislature. 


Soutwern Procress.—Many gratifying . evi- 
dences have lately been given that the South has 
entered into the manufacture of a part of its own 
most valuable staple. We learn from our exchange 
papers that Georgia already has forty-five cotton 
factories, South Carolina forty-five, Virginia forty, 
North Carolina thirty-five, Alabama. twenty, and 
Mississippi a considerable number. The South 
has also entered into the railroad system. ‘These 
events are of much national importance, as they 
not only secure the advance in wealth and pros- 
perity of the South, but beget a common interest, 
in equalizing both sections of the Union, so as 
eventually to do away with all prejudice and jea- 
lousy. 


VOTE FoR THE Onto State Convention.—The 
vote in all the counties of the State (save Warren 
and Medina) for and against a Convention to re- 
model the Constitution is as follows: For Conven- 
tion 141,225, against it 50,927. ‘The whole num- 
ber of votes in the same counties for Representa- 
tives was 229,284. ‘I'he required number of votes 
to call a Convention is therefore 114,643—being a 
majority of the Representative vote—showing a 
constitutional majority in favor of the Convention 
of 26,583. - 


YET ANOTHER COALITION. — The “ Free-Soilers” 
and“ Democrats” of Massachusetts are coalescing on 
candidates for the State Senate. We have already 
advised our readers of the coalition formed in Mid- 
dlesex, and now we have to chronicle another in 
Norfolk county, which took place on Wednesday 
at Dedham, where both factions of the opposition 
united upon Cuarzes Francis Apams, of Quincy, 
(the late Free-Soil candidate for Vice President) 
Ezra, Witkinson, of Dedham, a Cass Democrat, 
and Mivron M. Fisner, of Medway, a Birney 
Locofoco Abolitionist.

STATE DEBTS. 


From the Bankers’ Magazine for November. 

It is observable, and a fact worth remembering, that some 
of tbe State stocks are within a fraction of the Government 
loans in their present quotations. Tha Jatter have reached at 
short periods 116 a 117, although now quoted at 113. ‘The 
State stocks in most repute are as follows :

Alahama 5 per cents are quoted at 75 a 78. The finances 
of that State are far from flvurishing at this period. Instead 
of laying an adequate tax for the payment of the annual in- 
terest on the public debt, the interert has been mairly paid 
out of the assets of the State Bank, which is now in process 
of liquidation. ‘The Legislature of Alabama is now in ses- 
sion, and its attention to finances is demanded by the actual 
condition of things. With a larger population than Mary- 
land, and less public debt, and with larger foreign exporte, 
Alabama, at this time, does not meet her current expenditures 
out of her ordinary revenue. 

We cannot too strongly commend to the attention of our 
Mississippi friends and of her Legislature the urgent necessity 
of providing for the redemption of their State bonds. ‘I'he 
first article in our present number shows that Mississ ppi, ten 
years since, availed herself of five miliions of Pennsylvania 
capilal. That capital has largely contributed to the prosperity 
of Mississippi. She has derived important advantages from 
its use in the interim. It has facilitated the cultivation of her 
cotton lands; and has, in various ways, promoted tke general 
welfare of the State. It may be needless to say that what 
has been the gain to Misrissippi has been a Joss to Pennsyl 
vania, especial'y to Philadelphia. Ten mitlions in money 
would not reimburse the latter for the unfortunate investments 
of 1838 '39 in Mississippi bank stocks. 

It is not too late for the latter State to redeem its credit by 
ample provision for the principal and interest of her public 
debt 

What are the unquestioned facts before us? 

Let us look at the population, debt, and resources of Mis 
sissippi, Alabama, ond Maryland, by way of comparison, and 
as a lesson to our Southern friends.

The annual interest on her public debt is $700,000, and 
the expenses of government $175,000 , and itis now estimated 
that the treasury will have a surplus of $500,000 in January 
next. We mention Maryland, in contrast with the other 
States, because it is not long since the State was under sus- 
pension ; and because a vigorous administration by the late 
Governor (Hon. T. G. Pratt) demonstrated the facility with 
which resumption could be sustained, and, fortunately for the 
pèople, the measures of the administration were carried out. 

Alabama levied a tax last year of $44,000, and the de- 
ficiency in her revenue is made up from the assets of the Bank 
of the State, which is now in a course of liquidation. ‘he 
capital of the Bank, contrary to all principles of finance, is 
used for the payment of interest on the State bonds. Witha 
larger population, larger resources, larger exports than Mary- 
land, she yet does not tax her people to pay current expen- 
diture. 

Mississippi presents a more extraordinary exhibit. The 
cotton crop of that State alone is one-fourth of the entire crop 
of the country, and may be safely valued at eighteen millions 
of dollars, being in itself more than the aggregate agricultural 
products of Maryland. The taxable property, too, of Missis- 
sippi is estimated, by the late Commissioner of the Patent 
Office, at twenty-five per cent. above that of Maryland. 

Nothing is now wanting in Alabama and Mississippi but 
moral courage to face the apparent difficulty. If they will not 
imitate Maryland, now rising from its lethargy, let them look 
to Georgia, with her noble public improvements and an an- 
nual income of $843,000.

The wounded 
are doing as well ascan be expected, and slight hopes are 
entertained of the recovery of Mr. T. K. Barnum, who is 
still lying very low.” 


New Errtonarions rx Arrica.—Tho French surpass 
all other nations in the grandeur of their exploring expedi- 
tions to various parts of the world. It is now announced that 
the Academy of Sciences and the Geographical Society of 
France have projected an expedition on a grand scale for pen- 
etrating the interior of Africa to Timbuctoo. It is to be con- 
ducted by scientific men, and will have in view the twofold 
purpose of extending our knowledge of this portion of the 
continent, and of opening new channels for French trade and 
oommerce. It is a singular fact that, notwithstanding the 
several attempts by Muneco Pank, Crarrerton, Denna, 
Ouvwey, Lanner, and Lairp fur the exploration of that 
portion of Africa which lies between the Gulf of Guinea and 
the Mediterranean, nona have yet reached Timbuctoo and re- 
turned. The only European traveiler who has reached this 
inland city and returned to give an account of it is CAILLE, a 
Frenchman, some ten years since. The expedition now pro- 
jected, it is said, will have an escort of eight hundred armed 
Europeans and four hundred Africans. 


Siryen Mixes 1s tae Wicnita Movuntaixs.—The 
Bonham (Texas) Advertiser of the 27th ultimo has the fol- 
lowing items relative to the movements of the gold seekers in 
the region west of Arkansas : 


“In our paper of July 26th we mentioned an expedition 
to the Wichita Mountains, then contemplated by.several gen- 
tlemen who had before that time made some interesting dis- 
coveries in that direction. Not long afterwards they mus 
tered to the number of eighty men, and proceeded on their 
journey. Several of them returned last evening, bringing 
with them ore which competent judges pronounce to be silver 
of extraordirary richness. It was found ina high prairie 
ridge, and the quantity was apparently inexhaustible. 

‘*While in the Wichia coun‘ry the company divided— 
come fo:ly remaining near a permanent camp designed for 
headquarters ; while twenty-one went directly to the moun- 
tains, and the rest preceeded to Red River. It was this party 
who brought in the ore. The detachment who travelled to 
the mountains encountered about one hundred Wichita war- 
tiors, who wou'd not allow their guests to proceed in the di- 
rection of the old village, nor would they permit them to ex- 
periment with the sands of the streams in their vicinity. Some 
of the sand was obtained, bowever, and it resembles thatfrom 
which a small quactity of gold was extracted in July last.” 


THE CHEROKEE NATION. 

The Tahlequah Advocate of the 8th ultimo contains the 
proceedings of the National Council, which met the previous 
week. Hon. James Kell, of Delaware District, was elected 
President of the National Committee, or Upper House of the 
Legislature, and Hon. Six Killer, of Going Snake District, 
Speaker of the Council. The two branches elected the dis- 
trict julges and solicitors, a list of whom is given by the Ad- 
vocate. The message of Joun Ross, the principal chief, was 
received and read, and is published in the Advocate; 500 co- 
pies of it were ordered to be printed in English and 500 in 
Cherokee for distribution among the people. ‘The mes: age is 
well written, though short, and speaks of the tranquillity, 
health, and general prosperity of the nation, the exemption of 
the Cherokees from the ravages of the cholera ; their improve- 
ment as manifested by the increase of temperance, religion, 
and education; the payment of the public debt, for which 
purpsee the chief recommends the levying of taxes or the ap- 
Propriation of a portion of the money annually paid to the 
nation by the United States ; the carrying out of the treaty 
stipulations of 1846; and the withholding of the school fund 
hy the Indian department of the late Administration. He re- 
commends that a delegation be sent to Washington to adjust 
all matters pending with theGovernment. The message says 
that, owing to the report of the Superintendent of Public 
Schools not having yet reached the chief, he cannot give the 
details respecting the cond.tion of the district schools, but the 
buildings for the male and female seminaries will soon be 
ready for use. The Supreme Court of the Nation was in 
session at Tahlequah. The Indian Mission Conference of 
the Sou'hern Methcdist Episcopal Church was to meet at Ri- 
ley’s Chapel, two miles from Tahlequah, on the 25tb, and 
Bishop Paine was expected to preside. 


ALARMING AND FATAL Accinent.—A very serious acci- 
dent happer:ed on the Columbia (Pa.) Railroad last Thurs- 
day afilernoon. The locomotive Clarion, with a freight train, 
was approaching the Parkersburg station to take in water, 
when the coupling of part of the train broke. Twenty cars, 
all heavily laden, were thus liberated, and, there being a 
heavy downward trade, they ran down by their own gravity 
with immense speed. They went on as far as the Coates- 
ville bridge, where they came in collision with another train 
which had left Parkersburg some fi teen minutes previously. 
Such was the force of the shock that some twelve cers were 
demolished, and three others were driven completely over the 
bridge. 

Two men, in the employ of the State, were at work repair- 
ing the road near the spot, and not seeing the cars coming 
on the north track, were struck by them. One of them, 
named Linn, was instantly killed, hishead being severed from 
his body. ‘The other, named Patton, was seriously hurt and 
and is not expected to survive. It appears that the conduc- 
tors of the cars which brooke loose had left the train and gone 
into the hotel; had even one of them been on the train, 
as both ought to have been, he could bave used the break and 
prevented this destruction of life and property. 


Two Moar Murvens.—Ere the echoes of the sentence 
consigning the Northford murderer to the scaffold have died 
away we are again obliged to chronicle the death, by red- 
handed violence, of two more citizens of this county. The 
last victims are two aged English people, Mr. Caarzes 
Smita and his wife, who have for some time been the sole 
occupants of the solitary house situated upon the trow of 
East Rock, a short distance from the northeasterly city limits. 
It seems that they have been missing from their residence 
sinca Monday of the present week, on which day the appear- 
ance of the houso indicated that two guests must have been 
expected to dinner. ‘The table was spread for four, and over 
an extinguished fire a pot hung containing corned beef. A 
boiled cabbage was in a dish upon the hearth. ‘The conti- 
nued absence of Mr. and Mrs. Smith induced a cearch, which 
terminated in finding the bodies of the old man and his wife. 
They had evidently been decoycd from their house and bru- 
tally butchered. 

The corpses were found a short distance from a footpath 
which leads from the top of the rock to the *¢ Turner House,” 
that of Mrs. Smith with the face down and a fracture on the 
back pait of the head, apparently caused by a blow from an 
axe. A little in advance of the body of the woman was that 
of her husband, lying on the back, with a horrid wound on 
the forehead, probably inflicted by the edge of the same wea- 
pon with which the woman was murdered. Mr. Smith was 
over eighty years of age, and served for many years in the 
army of the Duke of Wellington, in the penineular war, and 
other campaigns. An inquest was held, and the verdict of 
the jury was, ‘‘ That they came to their death by vivlence 
inflicted upen them by some person or persons unknown.” 

We are informed that the house bad the marks of having 
been thoroughly searched for plunder, though the ruffians did 
not succeed in getting hold-of $30 or $40, which bas since 
been taken from a bed by those engaged in a judicial investi- 
gation of the sad affair. From this it would seem that plun- 
der must have been the object of the perpetrators of the double 
homicide. —New Haven (Conn.) Palladium.

At New Haven, Connecticut, November 1, the Hon. 
ELIZUR GOODRICH, LL D, in the 89th year of his age. 

Mr. Goopaicu was one of the very few survivors among 
the men who figured in public life under the administrations 
of Washington and the elder Adams. Indeed, since the 
doath of the late Albert Gallatin, he is believed to have been 
perhaps the eldest survivor among the members of Congress 
daring that period. He belonged to the Washington school 
of Federalists, and his removal from the office of Collector of 
Cu:toms at New Haven, immediately on the accession of Mr. 
Jefferson to the Presidency, gave occasion to the famous 
letter of President Jefferson, in which he avowed his principle 
of removal for political opinions. 

Mr. Gooprrcs, besides having been honored with various 
offices of trust and responsibility, and exerting a decided in- 
fluence in the councils of his native State, was for som3 time 
Professor of Law in Yale College, and for many years the 
efficient Mayor of New Haven. 

For more than twenty years, however, he has lived retired 
from public life, esteemed and beloved by all who knew him. 
He was remarkably distinguished by a sound practical good 
sense, and great cheerfulness of disposition ; and he retained 
his faculties unimpaired almost to the last. He was an occa- 
sional visitant in ourcity, to his daughter, the late Mrs. Henry 
L. Ellsworth, and all who have known him will remember 
the agreeable converse and stories of olden time they have 
enjoyed in his society. He was wounded, and scarcely 
escaped being killed in the attack on New Haven, while be 
was a member of Yale College, during the Revolutionary 
war. He died without a struggle or groan, simply ceasing 
to breathe from the decay of the physical powers of nature, 
and perfectly resigned to the Divino will.
